School Report. 


The School Board for the town of Springfield believe 
they have given the schools a reasonable amount of time 
and attention, and feel justified in stating, as their opin- 
ion, that the scholars have received more benefit from the 
schools of the past year than of any year in their knowl- 
edge. , 

The improvement has been very marked with the 
small scholars. 

There have been 102 weeks at a cost of $469.03 of 
school money, or $4.60 per week. 

While we claim greater improvement during the past 
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year than the previous year, we do not claim to have 
more able teachers, but the schools were in good condi- 
tion and ready to start off quite rapidly. 

Five of the teachers, secured for the past year, taught 
their first terms, and some with the success of more ex- 
perienced teachers, and we see no reason why all, by 
study and practice, would not do well to follow teaching. 

While we have heard very little complaint from 
parents we have heard some complaint from teachers of 
inconvenience and neglect. 

We need not speak of the necessity of repairing some 
of the school-houses and raising money for the purpose 
of securing more schooling, for you are already aware of 
that. 

To teachers we would say we believe you have real- 
ized the responsibility of a teacher and tried to make 
your schools pleasant and profitable; but do not flatter 
yourselves with the belief that because you have assumed 
the name of ‘‘teacher’’ you need not attend school or 
cultivate yourselves further. 

All teachers will find it profitable to visit different 
schools and notice the different methods of teaching and 
adopt the best. 

To the scholars we will say, on the whole, we have 
been pleased with the apparent interest you have taken 
in the schools, and while some may have been roguish 
and not received as much benefit from your schools as you 
ought, a very large majority have improved far beyond 
the expectation of the Committee, and if any are think- 
ing of your future occupation and success the Committee 
would be pleased to give any reasonable assistance or 
council in their power. 

One thing in which we are especially interested is 
your health, without which you cannot enjoy the many 
faculties which you possess. 

Your health will be what you make it in a large _pro- 
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portion of cases, and in proportion as you are temperate 
in all things and understand and obey “the laws of 
health” so will your life be a pleasure and success in busi- 
ness relations. 

We are endowed with faculties, the exercise of which 
can afford us much pleasure, and one of the most promi- 
nent of which is pleasure itself, or enjoyment which is a 
prominent power in the support of health. 

In speaking of pleasures we mean healthful pleasures, 
for there are many that are not healthful, such as are fol- 
lowed by pain either of body or mind, or both. 

We possess a muscular power which, if cultivated 
and exercised properly, will be a source of health, for the 
muscular system is large proportion of the human body 
and is kept strong and healthy by exercise. 

Many people are sickly on account of inaction or in- 
sufficient exercise. 

Hard, muscular labor, with good care, is healthful 
and honorable. 

There is a tendency, both among the girls and boys, 
to avoid house-work and farm-work, a most healthful oc- 
cupation, and pursue occupations less laborious and un- 
healthful, which they consider more honorable or more 
profitable, but it will be for your benefit to obtain a_thor- 
ough knowledge of farming, and not despise the most 
honorable of occupations. 

And now, scholars, if you wish to live your three 
score and ten years, and enjoy yourselves, be temperate 
in all things, be industrious, cultivate the mental powers, 
and be wise in youth, and with delicate touch learn to 
pluck flowers from among thorns and weave them into a 
wreath to be worn as a crown in your maturer years.
